"Even if we had to pay the 
whole bill for dumping at $1.60 a 
load, it would cost the average 
home owner only 85 cents per 
year.

The idea advanced by Mayor

the "request" of several members 
of the Council, should be put up 
o the people for a vote, accord­ 

ing to one opponent, Ed Pletz- 
schke.

Councilman Nick Drale, op­ 
ponent of the plan contends that 
there is sufficient surplus in var­ 
ious funds to finance both the 
recreation program and the gar­ 
bage disposal units, and to those 
with multiple unit dwellings. 
Likewise, he declared that the 
big industries, with their tre­ 
mendous amount of garbage and 
rubbish, would pay no more than 
the occupant of a small apart­ 
ment.

While this plan was being held 
over, garbage collection bids 
were opened. 
GARBAGE BIDS

George M. Green, the present 
contractor, bid $2395 per month 
for garbage non-comhustible and 
refuse collection; and $5475 per 
month for garbage, combustible 
and non-combustible rubbish.

Lennox Disposal Co. bid $3115 
per month for garbage and non- 
combustible rubbish collection, 
and $7200 per month for gar­ 
bage, combustible and non-com­ 
bustible collection.

The bids were referred to City 
Manager George Stevens.

To support his opposition to 
the garbage "extra tax." Drale 
pointed out that as of May SI, 
1951, there was a balance of 
$255.126.86 in the various funds 
of the City of Torranr*. with 
another month of income and 
expenditures to be considered.
